"Let's  Go  Out  and  Paint  the  Town  Red!" 
Borough  Planning  to  Decorate  Sidewalks 

Will  a  swath  of  red  paint,  emulating  the  proverbial  red  carpet, 
soon  appear  down  the  center  of  the  Nassau  Street  sidewalk? 
Or  perhaps  a  footprint  bigger  than  life  will  be  painted  on  the 
sidewalk  in  front  of  Ricchard's? 

Will  there  be  a  painting  of  a  stroller  in  front  of  Allen's?  Or 
perhaps  a  bucolic  grazing  sheep  in  front  of  Landau's? 

All  these  ideas  —  and  more  —  are  possible  now  that  Borough 
Council  has  given  its  approval  to  painting  the  sidewalks  in  the 
.  public  right  of  way  on  Nassau  Street. 

The  idea  was  presented  to  Council  last  week  by  Henry  Lan- 
dau of  Landau's,  who  said  that  street  art  might  beautify  the 
sidewalks  until  they  can  be  reconstructed  in  the  spring.  The 
paths  in  question  —  rolling  plains  of  asphalt  that  stretch  along 
the  storefronts  from  Witherspoon  to  Vandeventer  —  were  torn 
up  in  in  the  spring  in  order  to  install  a  new  sewer  line.  They 
will  not  be  replaced  with  a  more  permanent  surface  until  spring 
of  next  year  in  order  to  allow  property  owners  time  to  connect 
their  laterals  to  the  new  line. 

Mr.  Landau  said  he  wants  to  enhance  what  is  there  now. 
"It's  dirty  because  no  one  goes  out  and  sweeps  —  you  can't 
sweep  hills  and  valleys."  He  also  hopes  to  add  a  bit  of  fun  to 
a  situation  he  describes  as  "right  now  not  fun;  it's  watching 
where  you  walk."  And  he'd  like  to  involve  the  currently 
somewhat  disheartened  merchants  in  a  positive  effort. 

Mr.  Landau  suggested  that  the  art  departments  of  area 
•schools,  including  Princeton  High  School,  be  asked  to  help 
design  the  sidewalks,  based  on  suggestions  by  store  owners. 

Mayor  Sigmund.  who  said  she  would  like  to  create  community 
fun  out  of  what  is  now  an  eyesore,  formed  a  committee  to  coor- 
dinate the  sidewalk  painting  effort.  It  consists  of  Mr.  Landau. 
Ann  Reeves  of  the  Arts  Council,  and  Julia  Winarsky,  a  resi- 
dent of  Elm  Court. 


Basic  TV  Cable  Rate 
Will  Increase  in  Cost 

The  monthly  bill  for 
Princeton's  4,150  cable 
subscribers  will  go  up  No- 
vember 1 .  Whether  the  ba- 
sic cost  rises  to  $18.95  or 
$16.45,  from  its  current 
$15,  will  be  decided  within 
30  days  by  ComVideo,  the 
company  that  acquired  the 
Home  Link  franchise  in  Oc- 
tober 1986.  The  cost  for 
premium  channels  will  re- 
main the  same. 

The  more  expensive  op- 
tion will  retain  the  dual 
cable  system  presently  in 
operation,  and  all  current 
channels  will  continue  to  be 
offered.  This  system  also 
has  the  capacity  for  accom- 
modating future  additional 
channels. 

The  cheaper  option 
would  convert  the  system  to 
a  single  cable.  This  would 
require  dropping  ten  chan- 
nels and  would  not  allow 
the  addition  of  future  chan- 
nels. Those  to  be  dropped 
include  BET,  which  offers 
black  programming,  two 
Spanish  language  stations. 


Five-Lot  Subdivision  Is  Planned 
For  43  Acres  of  Jasna  Polana 


Plans  have  been  filed  at  the 
Planning  Board  for  a  five-lot 
subdivision  of  43  acres  of  the 
Jasna  Polana  estate  on  Route 
206.  The  plans  have  been  fil- 
ed on  behalf  of  Barbara 
Piasecka  Johnson,  wife  of  the 
late  J.  Seward  Johnson  and 
owner  of  the  property. 

Each  of  the  proposed  lots 
would  consist  of  from  seven- 
plus  to  nine-plus  acres.  An  ac- 
cess road,  to  be  called  Linden 
Drive,  is  shown  entering  the 
property  to  the  left  of  the 
Georgian  brick  mansion  that 
fronts  on  Route  206.  Laid  part- 
way over  an  existing  dirt  drive- 
way, which  would  be  widened 
and  paved,  Linden  Drive 
would  pass  an  existing  swim- 
ming pool  and  provide  access 
to  a  new  residence  which  Mrs. 
Johnson  is  in  the  process  of 
completing  on  one  of  the  lots. 
The  road  then  curves  to  the 
left,  toward  Province  Line,  and 
ends  in  a  cul-de-sac. 

Each  of  the  five  lots,  in- 
cluding the  lot  with  the  new 
home,  would  front  on  this 
road.  Planning  Board  approval 
is  required  when  existing  lots 
are  subdivided  and  when  new 
roadways  are  proposed.  The 
application  has  been  classi- 
fied as  a  "major"  subdivision. 

The  plans  show  that  Mrs. 
Johnson  has  had  percolation 
tests  performed  on  each  of  the 
proposed  lots,  because  muni- 
cipal sewer  is  not  presently 
available  in  the  area.  Frank 
Quinby  of  Princeton  Junction 
Engineering  has  done  the  en- 
gineering for  the  project,  and 
McCarthy  and  Schatzman  is 
the  law  firm  representing  Mrs. 
Johnson  in  the  application. 

Mrs.  Johnson  was  not  re- 
quired to  go  before  the  Plan- 
ning Board  for  the  single 
dwelling  which  is  now  being 
completed  on  the  property. 
Plans  were  filed  last  winter 
with  the  Township  Building  In- 
spector Betty  Jablonski  who 
has  monitored  the  construc- 
tion and  expects  to  issue  a 
certificate  of  occupancy  this 


week.  According  to  Ms.  Jab- 
lonski, the  house  will  be  oc- 
cupied by  a  "manager." 

The  new  residence  is  a 
spacious,  two-story,  stucco 
house  with  a  mansard-style 
roof  and  a  two-car  garage.  Its 
9,155  square  feet  include  liv- 
ing room,  dining  room,  library, 
kitchen,  and  maid's  quarters 
on  the  ground  floor,  four  bed- 
rooms and  family  room  on  the 
second.  There  is  also  a  Jacuz- 
zi room  of  solid  marble,  and 
Ms.  Jablonski  says  that  the 
cost  of  the  special  panelling  in 
the  library  came  to  $500,000. 

The  residence  has  been 
constructed  on  a  portion  of  the 
property  that  received  a 
farmland  assessment  of 
$1,000  an  acre,  considerably 
less  than  regular  residential 
assessment.  Two-acre  unim- 
proved lots  in  the  Toll  Brothers 
Heatherstone  development 
across  Route  206  are  present- 
ly assessed  between  $81 ,000 
and  $85,000.

Com  Video's  attorney, 
Rinaldo  M.  D'Argenio,  told 
Borough  Council  last  week  that 
Home  Link  lost  $1 .9  million  in 
its  firs!  two  years  of  operation, 
and  that  the  system  was  still 
operating  at  a  loss.

eliminate  was  based  on  a 
survey  sent  out  several  months 
ago  to  cable  subscribers. 

Councilman  Marvin  Reed 
said  that  there  had  been  an 
elaborate  study  in  the  Prince- 
ton community  to  determine 
which  company  would  be 
awarded  the  cable  franchise, 
"There  is  a  question  as  to 
whether  the  company,  with  its 
new  owner,  is  still  living  up  the 
franchise  agreement." 

Mr.  D'Argenio  replied  that 
Congress,  when  it  deregulated 
the  cable  industry,  threw  out  as 
unenforceable  many  of  the 
things  that  came  up  during 
franchising  hearings. 

"Do  you  mean  that  the  com- 
munity now  has  no  way  to  guar- 
antee the  service  we  had  re- 
quisitioned?" asked  Mr.  Reed. 

"Federal  deregulation  allows 
cable  companies  to  make 
changes  unilaterally,"  replied 
the  attorney. 

Company  officials  will  ap- 
pear before  Township  Commit- 
tee later  this  month  to  explain 
the  reasons  for  the  rate  in- 
crease, although  it  needs  no 
permission  from  either  of  the 
town's  governing  bodies.

Pssst!  Want  to  Keep  Your  Bike? 
Register  It  Now  With  The  Police 

Seven  bicycles,  ranging  from  an  $800  racing  bike  to  a  three- 
year-old  girl's  $25  tricycle,  were  stolen  last  week  in  the 
Borough 

The  racing  bike,  an  unlocked,  12-speed  Fuji  model,  was  tak- 
en early  last  week  from  an  open  carport  of  a  Battle  Road 
home;  the  tricycle  was  stolen  Friday  from  the  front  lawn  of 
a  home  on  North  Stanworth  Drive. 

"We  have  a  lot  of  bicycle  thefts  throughout  the  year,  but 
this  seems  to  be  a  higher  number  than  normal,"  acknowl- 
edged Chief  Michael  Carnevale. 

When  asked  what  advice  he  could  offer  bicycle  owners 
Chief  Carnevale  replied  that  the  least  of  measures  that  should 
be  taken  is  to  lock  the  bike  "It  makes  it  more  difficult,"  he 
said,  "but  we've  found  if  someone  wants  a  bicycle  bad  enough 
they'll  find  a  way  to  take  it  They'll  remove  a  wheel  or  cut 
a  chain  —  there's  no  sure  way  of  securing  a  bicycle." 

Still,  one  good  deterrent,  Chief  Carnevale  suggested,  is  to 
purchase  a  hardened  steel,  Kryptonite  type  of  lock  "When 
these  locks  are  used  it  deters  most  thieves  from  stealing  " 
he  said. 

Chief  Carnevale  also  strongly  urged  bike  owners  to  take 
advantage  of  a  free  bicycle  registration  program  that  was 
announced  in  June  by  Borough  and  Township  police  and  the 
Princeton  University  Department  of  Public  Safety  for 
students  and  residents 

To  register  a  bicycle,  the  owner  should  take  it  to  his  or  her 
respective  police  department  or  University  Security  and  fill 
out  pertinent  information  on  a  registration  card.  A  blue  and 
silver  sticker  is  attached  to  each  bicycle  for  identification. 
The  information  and  identification  number  of  each  sticker  will 
then  be  stored  in  a  computer  to  provide  police  with  immediate 
access  in  the  event  of  a  theft. 

To  make  an  appointment,  call  Borough  police  at  924-4141 
Township  police  at  921-2100,  or  the  University  Public  Safety 
Office  at  452-3134. 

As  an  example  of  computer  efficiency,  Chief  Carnevale  re- 
ported that  Sgt.  Donald  Dawson  had  found  an  abandoned  10- 
speed  bicycle  on  Saturday  in  a  Maclean  Street  lot  The  bicy- 
cle's serial  number  when  fed  into  a  National  Crime  Informa- 
tion Center  computer  revealed  it  had  been  stolen  July  22  from 
Virginia  Beach.  Va.  His  officers,  he  said,  have  been  in  con- 
tact with  Virginia  Beach  police  in  an  attempt  to  return  the 
bike  to  its  owner. 

Other  bicycles  stolen  here  last  week  include  a  $160. 10-speed 
model,  taken  during  a  three-hour  period  Friday  afternoon 
from  a  rack  at  Frick  Lab  on  the  university  campus  —  the 
bike  was  not  locked  —  and  a  student's  $250,  12-speed  taken 
overnight  from  the  front  porch  of  Colonial  Club  on  Prospect 
Avenue.  That  bike  was  locked.  Another  student  listed  the  theft 
of  his  locked  bicycle,  which  he  valued  at  $180,  from  the  4th 
entry  of  Spelman  Hall 

Also,  a  Township  resident  joined  the  list  of  victims  when 
his  18-speed  Raleigh  bike,  valued  at  $318,  was  taken  from  a 
garage  at  248  Nassau  Street  behind  the  Ivy  Club.  Chief 
Carnevale  reported  the  bike,  taken  last  Wednesday  evening 
between  10  and  11 :  40,  had  been  secured  with  a  chain  lock  but 
the  chain  had  been  cut. 

Lastly,  a  10-speed  Peugeot  bicycle  valued  at  $235  was  stolen 
during  the  weekend  from  a  garage  at  the  rear  of  a  Murray 
Place  home  —  the  day  before  the  owner  moved  to  Delaware 
Both  the  bike  and  the  garage  were  unlocked.

Neighbors  became  concern- 
ed about  the  safety  hazards  of 
the  unfinished  structure  Final 
ly.  in  November,  1979,  the 
Hillier  organization  bought  the 
shell  from  the  savings  and  loan 
company  that  had  foreclosed 
on  the  mortgage.  Today,  the 
building  is  part  of  a  con- 
dominium apartment  complex 
on  both  sides  of  Markham 
Road 

In  an  attempt  to  show  that 
he  had  been  unfairly  dis- 
criminated against  by  the 
1968  zoning  change,  Mr. 
Sheehan  frequently  challenged 
the  Borough  Zoning  Board 
when  it  granted  a  variance  on 
other  developments.  He  sued 
the  Hillier  organization,  for  in- 
stance, to  keep  it  from  using  the 
bulk  variances  it  had  received 
for  the  construction  of 
townhouses  on  Moore  and 
Willow  streets.

Receipt  of  the  certificate  of 
occupancy  will  trigger  a  new 
assessment  by  the  Township 
Tax  Assessor  Carol  Caskey. 
The  new  assessment  would 
take  into  consideration  the  new 
usage  and  the  new  construc- 
tion. 

Based  on  her  assessment  of 
the  Toll  Brothers  lots,  Mrs. 
Caskey  estimates  that  each  of 
the  lots  Mrs.  Johnson  is  propos- 
ing could  be  assessed  at 
$165,000.  At  the  1987  tax  rate  of 
$2.78  per  $100  of  value,  each  lot 
would  bring  in  $4,587  in  new  tax 
revenue. 

Appeal  in  Process.  Mrs. 
Johnson  is  currently  appealing 
a  September.  1985  ruling  by  the 
New  Jersey  Tax  Court  that 
upheld  the  Township's  assess- 
ment of  the  33,500-square-foot 
Jasna  Polana  mansion  and  its 
surrounding  1 13  acres.  The  ap- 
peal is  the  latest  maneuver  in 
a  12-year  effort  by  the  Johnsons 
to  reduce  the  assessments,  and 
thus  the  property  taxes,  on  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  property. 
The  appeal  was  filed  with  the 
Appellate  Division  in  January, 
1986  and  is  still  pending.  Unless 
it  is  withdrawn  by  Mrs. 
Johnson,  it  may  be  heard  this 
fall. 

The  Jasna  Polana  estate 
comprises  almost  126  acres  in 
Princeton  Township  and  anoth- 
er 14  acres  in  Lawrence  Town- 
ship. It  was  acquired  in  the  ear- 
ly 1970's  in  two  parcels  by 
Seward  Johnson,  a  son  of  the 
late  Robert  Wood  Johnson  who 
built  the  Johnson  and  Johnson 
Company  to  profitability  and 
.  prominence. 

Seward  Johnson  was  mar- 
ried in  1971  to  Polish-born  Bar- 
bara Piasecka,  his  third  wife 
and  a  former  employee  in  the 
Johnson  household.  Together 
they  built  the  elaborate  man- 
sion she  named  Jasna  Polana, 
after  Tolstoy's  country  estate 
Essentially  a  two-bedroom 
house  with  a  guest  wing  and  an 
art  gallery  built  around  a  court- 
yard, Jasna  Polana  was  built 
on  a  scale  and  with  recreation 
facilities  and  security  precau- 
tions not  normally  included  in 
a  residential  dwelling.  Using 


extensive  imported  European 
materials  and  labor,  it  cost  at 
least  $21  million  to  construct, 
and  perhaps  more  than  $30 
million 

Starting  in  1975,  the  year 
Jasna  Polana  was  completed, 
the  Johnsons  took  issue  with  the 
Township's  assessment  of  this 
property  as  well  as  the  assess- 
ment of  the  smaller  lot  fronting 
on  Route  206  which  includes  the 
Georgian  brick  mansion  that 
came  with  the  property  and 
several  outbuildings 

Mr.  Johnson  died  in  May, 
1983  The  most  recent  appeal 
was  filed  at  a  time  when  Mrs. 
Johnson  was  embroiled  in  a 
separate  lawsuit  with  Mr. 
Johnson's  six  children  by  his 
previous  marriages  over  his 
estate.  Her  appeal  of  the  1985 
Tax  Court  ruling  which  upheld 
the  Township's  $8.3  million 
assessment  of  the  Jasna 
Polana  property  may  have 
been  a  tactical  maneuver  in 
that  case,  which  was  being 
tried  in  New  York  City  at  the 
time. 

Mrs.  Johnson  currently  pays 
more  than  one  quarter  of  a 
million  dollars  annually  in 
taxes  on  her  Township  proper- 
ties. However,  if  she  is  going  to 
become  a  developer  and  take 
advantage  of  Princeton's  cur- 
rent real  estate  boom,  as  the 
proposed  five-lot  subdivision 
seems  to  indicate.  Township  of- 
ficials hope  she  will  drop  the 
tax  case  which  has  cost  the  mu- 
nicipality more  than  $100,000  to 
defend  over  the  past  dozen 
years.

He  was  a  visit- 
ing professor  at  St.  Vladimir's 
Orthodox  Theological  Semin- 
ary in  Crestwood,  NY.,  and  the 
author  of  numerous  books  on 
archaeology  and  theology.

In  the  year  since  it  moved  to 
Princeton  from  New  York, 
IREX  has  chalked  up  some  im- 
pressive gains  in  its  continuing 
mission  as  the  chief  channel  for 
communication  with  the  Soviet 
Union  and  Eastern  Europe  to 

•  -facilitate  scholarly  and  re- 
search exchanges.  IREX  was 
founded  in  1968  as  an  "activity" 
"of  the  American  Council  of 
Learned  Societies  —  itself  a 
federation  of  some  45  national 
scholarly  organizations  —  and 
is  co-sponsored  by  the  Social 
Science  Research  Council. 

IREX  Executive  Director 
Allen  Kassof  is  a  Princeton  res- 
ident and  a  Soviet  specialist 
who  spent  much  of  his  summer 
-traveling  to  the  Soviet  Union, 
Eastern  Europe  and  Asia  to  ne- 
gotiate new  agreements  to 
broaden  the  scope  of  IREX- 
funded  and  organized  ex- 
changes and  commissions.  To 
describe  the  origins  of  IREX, 
he  goes  back  to  1958,  when  the 
first  US-Soviet  exchanges  took 
place  as  the  result  of 
government-to-government 
agreements. 

Universities,  which  had  been 
fearful  of  being  labeled  "soft" 
on  Communism  during  the 
McCarthy   era,    formed   an 

|  Inter-University  Committee  to 
facilitate  travel  grants  to  the 
USSR.  Rotating  between  Har- 
vard, Yale  and  Columbia  as  the 
original  participants,  the  com- 
mittee grew  to  include  75 
universities,  and  it  was  decid- 
ed that  a  permanent  organiza- 
tion was  needed.  IREX  took  on 
not  only  this  committee's  ef- 
forts but  also  a  Ford  Founda- 
tion program  which  had 
brought  people  here  from  East 
European  countries  and  an  ex- 
isting exchange  program  be- 

r~-tween  the  Soviet  Academy  of 
Science  and  the  American 
Council  of  Learned  Societies. 

Individual  Exchanges.  Today 
IREX  conducts  advanced  re- 
search exchange  programs 
with  Bulgaria,  Czechoslovakia, 
the  German  Democratic  Re- 
public, Hungary,  Poland, 
-Rumania,  the  USSR,  and  Yugo- 
slavia. Under  these  programs, 
graduate  students  and  post- 
doctoral researchers  live 
abroad  and  pursue  independent 
projects  for  periods  of  up  to  one

year.  More  than  2,500  Ameri- 
cans have  participated  in 
IREX  exchanges,  publishing 
some  3,600  books  and  articles 
on  their  research. 

The  exchanges  are  negoti- 
ated strictly  on  the  basis  of  one 
American  Soviet  or  East  Euro- 
pean specialist  for  each  Soviet 
or  East  European  who  wants  to 
learn  more  about  some  facet  of 
this  country.  Thus  there  are  as 
many  scholars  and  researchers 
who  have  returned  to  the  USSR 
and  Soviet  bloc  countries  with 
first-hand  knowledge  of  Amer- 
ican social,  political,  cultural 
and  economic  affairs  as  there 
are  Americans  visiting  Com- 
munist nations. 

Dr.  Kassof  feels  that,  after 
almost  30  years,  the  effect  of 
this  reciprocal  scholarly  traffic 
is  beginning  to  be  felt.  "The 
people  who  started  as  analysts 
are  now  becoming  actors,"  he 
says.  "The  scholars,  resear- 
chers and  communicators  have 
become  policy  makers." 

He  cites  the  example  of  Alex- 
ander Yakovlev,  who  studied 
history  at  Columbia  as  a  1959- 
60  exchange  participant  and  is 
now  a  ranking  member  of  the 
Soviet  Politburo.  "That  doesn't 
mean  he  loves  us,"  Dr.  Kassof 
notes. 

Western  Influence.  "But  if 
you  look  at  what  is  happening 
in  the  USSR  now,"  he  con- 
tinues, "it  is  clear  that  change

is  being  driven  by  the  academ- 
ic and  cultural  institutions.  The 
people  we  have  been  dealing 
with  over  a  20-year  period  now 
occupy  the  No.  2  and  No.  3  posi- 
tions in  the  government.  Far 
from  being  on  the  periphery, 
these  scholars  are  very  close  to 
the  center. 

"As  changes  come  about 
from  inside  the  system,  the 
tone  and  content  may  be  influ- 
enced by  the  contacts  with  the 
west.  The  character  of  the 
changes  and  where  they  end  up 
may  be  shaped  in  due  course  by 
the  contacts  over  the  30-year 
period.  We  at  IREX  always  had 
faith  in  what  we  were  doing, 
and  even  though  it  would  have 
been  foolish  to  predict  this  out- 
come, it  points  up  the  impor- 
tance of  the  longtime  invest- 
ment." 

Dr.  Kassof  also  thinks  the 
level  of  information  in  this 
country  about  the  Soviet  Union 
has  improved  substantially 
over  the  last  five  or  10  years. 
"The  fund  of  information  on  the 
Soviet  Union  is  really  very, 
very  large,  in  striking  contrast 
to  what  it  was  20  years  ago  It 
may  not  be  sufficiently  used," 
he  adds,  "but  it  exists." 

In  addition  to  individual  ex- 
changes which  involve  350  peo- 
ple traveling  in  both  directions 
each  year,  IREX  is  jointly 
responsible  with  East  Euro- 
pean and  Soviet  academies  of 
science  and  other  scholarly 
organizations  for  special  com- 
missions which  bring  together 
specialists  to  work  on  joint  pro- 
jects. IREX  commissions  with 
the  Soviet  Union  annually  spon- 
sor more  than  100  joint  projects 
with  the  USSR  Academy  of 
Sciences,  the  USSR  Ministry  of 
Education,  and  other  Soviet 
ministries. 

New  Additions.  There  are 
also  Commissions  with  the 
Hungarian  Academy  of 
Sciences,  the  Polish  Academy 
of  Sciences,  and  the  German 
Democratic  Republic  The 
most  recent  addition  is  a  com- 
mission with  the  Czechoslovak 
Academy  of  Sciences  which 
will  begin  a  series  of  col- 
laborative projects  in  art 
history  and  other  projects  in 
the  humanities  and  social 
sciences.  Harry  Woolf  of  the  In- 
stitute for  Advanced  Study,  an 
IREX  board  member,  took  part 
in  the  negotiations  for  this  com- 
mission.

To  all  qualified  choral  singers 
in  the  Princeton  area: 

In  July  of  1986  I  had  published  in  TOWN  TOPICS  a  letter  similar  to  this 
one,  having  to  do  with  the  Berlioz  "Requiem. "  As  a  result  of  that  letter,  35 
members  of  the  community  participated  in  April  performances  in  Richard- 
son Auditorium  in  a  way  that  did  not  interfere  with  their  regular  memberships 
in  church  choirs  and  community  choruses. 

I  am  emboldened  to  do  much  the  same  thing  again  this  coming  season, 
but  of  course  with  a  different  work  in  mind.  On  February  26  and  27,  1988, 
I  will  be  conducting  the  combined  Princeton  University  Glee  Club  and 
Princeton  University  Chapel  Choir  in  a  program  that  will  include  the  BRAHMS ' 
"TRIUMPHLIED. "  This  is  a  major  work  by  Brahms,  about  a  half-hour  long, 
for  large  double  chorus  and  large  orchestra.  Because  of  the  difficulty  of  rais- 
ing the  huge  forces  (much  like  the  Berlioz),  it  is  rarely  performed,  and  I  do 
not  remember  reading  or  hearing  about  performances  in  the  major  perform- 
ing centers  during  my  lifetime  (which  is  by  now,  alas,  a  major  portion  of  this 
century!) 

As  with  the  Berlioz,  the  performances  will  take  place  in  Richardson 
Auditorium,  under  excellent  circumstances.  The  presence  of  the  Brahms  on 
the  program  will,  even  on  this  one  point  alone,  make  the  concerts  distinctive 
musical  events.  Also  as  with  the  Berlioz,  I  would  like  to  gather  about  50  ad- 
ditional singers,  selected  by  audition  from  the  community.  The  additional 
chorus  will  rehearse  no  more  than  once  a  week  during  the  major  part  of  the 
preparation,  and  will  probably  begin  its  rehearsals  in  early  October.  Conflicts 
will  be  avoided  with  the  rehearsals  of  other  musical  organizations,  as  im- 
plied in  the  first  paragraph. 

If  you  are  an  experienced  soprano,  alto,  tenor  or  bass,  and  if  you  are  in- 
terested (at  the  very  least  in  finding  out  more  about  this  proposal),  please 
phone  Mrs.  Custis  Clark  at  452-3048  weekday  mornings  between  9  a.m.  and 
noon,  beginning  on  Wednesday.

Tiger  Football  Team  Will  Need  Stronger  Defense 
To  Match  Expected  Improvement  in  Its  Offense 


This  is  the  second  in  a  series 
of  preseason  articles  about  the 
Princeton  football  team) 

On  the  way  to  its  2-8  record 
^last  season,  the  Princeton  foot- 
ball team,  we  noted  last  week, 
produced  just  123  points,  the 
lowest  output  in  10  years. 

While  the  offense  sputtered, 
the  defense  was  a  sieve,  allow- 
ing more  than  twice  that  many, 
262  (versus  212  in  1986).  In  a 
large  majority  of  the  contests, 
it  gave  up  a  lot  of  points  early 
on,  putting  the  team  in  a  hole. 
Unlike  some  of  the  Princeton 
-teams  in  past  years,  this  one 


was  not  going  to  be  successful 
playing  catch-up  football. 

Over  the  years  a  stout  de- 
fense has  provided  more  suc- 
cess for  teams  in  the  battle  for 
f  the  Ivy  title  than  a  high- 
powered  offense.  In  23  of  the  31 
years  since  league  play  was 
formalized  in  1956,  the  team 
allowing  the  fewest  points 
scored  won  or  shared  the  title. 

The  last  time  the  Tigers 
claimed  it  —  1969  —  they  gave 
up  just  138  points  in  nine  games 
(74  in  league  play  i .  They  have 
never  come  close  to  that  total 
since. 

The  defense  suffered  from 
the  same  personnel  problems 
as  the  offense:  the  loss  of 
^  several  key  players  through 
graduation  who  were  not  ade- 
quately replaced.  These  includ- 
ed Jim  Petrucci.  Anthony 
DiTommaso,  Lome  Keller  and 
Jim  Anderson.

and  Musicology.  The  agree- 
ment was  negotiated  by  Wesley 
Fisher  of  IREX,  who  serves  as 
secretary  to  the  ACLS's  various 
commissions  on  the  USSR. 

Although  performances  by 
Soviet  musicians  in  this  coun- 
try are  well-known  and  fre- 
quent —  as  are  performances 
by  American  musicians  in  the 
USSR  —  there  has  not  been  a 
channel  for  non-commercial 
contacts  involving  American 
and  Soviet  musicologists  and 
ethno-musicologists,  theorists 
and  composers. 

Milton  Babbitt,  professor  of 
music  at  Princeton  University 
and  a  well-known  composer, 
took  part  in  the  first  meeting  of 
this  commission  in  Moscow 
shortly  after  the  agreement 
was  signed.  Paul  Lansky  and 
Robert  Sadin,  also  of  the 
Princeton  University  Music 
Department,  were  part  of  a 
delegation  of  nine  young  Amer- 
ican composers,  performers 
and  music  theorists  who  trav- 
eled to  the  Soviet  Union  for  a 
symposium  and  concerts  with 
their  counterparts. 

Mongolian  Initiative.  Per- 
haps the  most  interesting  new 
development  is  what  Dr. 
Kassof  calls  "the  agreement  to 
have  an  agreement"  with  the 
Mongolian  People's  Republic 
(MPR).  For  several  years,  at 
the  request  of  China  and  Japan, 
both  of  which  sought  more  in- 
formation on  the  Soviet  Union 
for  their  own  benefit,  IREX  has 
sponsored  a  series  of  con- 
ferences in  Beijing  and  Tokyo 
which  focused  on  the  USSR  as 
an  Asian  and  Pacific  power. 

These  conferences,  and  the 
announcement  last  January  of 
the  establishment  of  US-MPR 
diplomatic  relations,  set  the 
stage  for  opening  up  a  channel 
for  long-term  research.  In  ear- 
ly August,  Dr.  Kassof  made  the 
30-hour  train  trip  across  the 
Gobi  Desert  from  Beijing  to 
Ulan  Bator,  the  Mongolian 
capital,  to  help  negotiate  an 
agreement  with  the  Mongolian 
Academy  of  Sciences. 

Stanley  Katz,  president  of  the 
ACLS,  chairman  of  the  IREX 
board,  and  a  senior  fellow  at 
the  Woodrow  Wilson  School, 
headed  the  delegation,  which 
also  included  Daniel  Matuszew- 
ski,  associate  director  of  IREX 
and  director  of  its  Soviet  pro- 
grams. The  agreement  is  ex- 
pected to  be  formalized  when 
the  president  of  the  Mongolian 
Academy  of  Science  comes  to 
the  U.S.  later  this  year.  The  ex- 
change of  scholars  could  begin 
in  1988. 

According  to  Dr.  Kassof,  the 
agreement  is  significant  not  on- 
ly because  of  the  strategic  im- 
portance of  the  MPR,  but  also 


because  of  the  rich  lode  of  un- 
tapped manuscripts  and  ar 
chives  pertaining  to  Tibetan 
and  Buddhist  culture. 

Other  Activities.  In  addition 
to  the  individual  exchanges  and 
the  special  purpose  commis- 
sions, IREX  also  sponsors  in- 
formation sessions  '  'on  the 
Hill"  in  Washington  to  brief 
staff  associates  of  Senators  and 
Members  of  the  House  on  the 
Soviet  Union  and  Eastern 
Europe.  During  the  summers, 
it  sponsors  special  study  in  the 
Soviet  Union  for  American 
teachers  of  the  Russian  lan- 
guage, as  well  as  programs  in 
the  non-Russian  languages  spo- 
ken in  the  Soviet  Union. 

These  activities,  and  others 
too  numerous  to  be  touched 
upon  in  a  single  newspaper  ar- 
ticle, are  carried  out  by  a  staff 
of  25  at  126  Alexander  Street. 
The  largest  portion  of  the  $5.5 
million  budget  comes  from  the 
United  States  Information 
Agency,  the  U.S.  Department 
of  State,  and  the  National  En- 
dowment for  the  Humanities. 

Dr.  Kassof,  who  is  responsi- 
ble for  administration,  negoti- 
ations and  fund-raising,  wor- 
ries that  the  $5.5  million  is  not 
enough  to  fund  new  exchanges. 
He  feels  that  US-Soviet  rela- 
tions are  at  a  critical  moment. 

He  is  proud  of  the  fact  that 
IREX  never  suspended  con- 
tacts, even  when  US-Soviet 
relations  were  at  their  worst  — 
during  the  Vietnam  War,  after 
the  invasion  of  Afghanistan  and 
when  the  KAL  airliner  was  shot 
down.  Moreover  exchanges 
were  never  used  to  give  token 
approval  or  disapproval,  he 
says,  but  were  "a  means  of 
maintaining  communication." 

Patience  Pays  Off.  "We  are 
not  a  hands-across-the-sea 
operation,"  Dr.  Kassof  says. 
"And  we  are  not  sentimen- 
talists The  best  agreements 
with  the  Soviet  Union  and  East 
European  countries  are  those 
that  are  reciprocal  and  tough." 
He  believes  that  Dersistence. 
tough-mindedness  and  what  he 
calls  "patience  of  vision"  are 
beginning  to  pay  off. 

"You  had  to  assume  all 
along  the  exchanges  were  go- 
ing to  produce  something, 
namely  expert  knowledge  on 
East  Europe  and  the  Soviet 
Union,  but  how  quickly  they 
would  have  an  effect  on  actual 
relations  in  this  great  post-war 
confrontation,  we  could  not 
know." 

Asked  to  speak  about  the 
future,  Dr.  Kassof  says,  "I 
think  we  have  the  best  oppor- 
tunity in  30  years  to  help  shape 
the  outcome  of  the  tremendous 
changes  about  to  take  place  in 
the  Soviet  Union  and  Eastern 


Europe  —  and  the  changes  that 
will  probably  take  place  in  the 
American  relationship  with 
that  part  of  the  world.  The  key 
problem  will  be  to  see  whether 
we  can  sustain  American  atten- 
tion to  these  issues. 

"The  Soviet  Union  is  now 
'in,'  "  he  continues,  "but  there 
is  a  chronic  neglect  of  East 
Europe,  which  has  been  the 
breeding  ground  for  a  lot  of  the 
changes."  Dr.  Kassof  thinks 
that  a  potential  exists  for  the 
healing  of  the  artificial 
ideological  and  cultural  split 
which  took  place  as  a  result  of 
the  Soviet  division  of  Europe 
after  the  war  and  the  imposi- 
tion of  Stalinist  restrictions. 

"There  is  a  yearning  of  east- 
ern and  western  Europe  to  see 
themselves  as  a  unified 
civilization,  and  the  U.S.  ought 
to  be  eager  to  participate  in  the 
process.  I  have  a  powerful  im- 
pression the  post  war  era  is 
over,  and  that  we  are  entering 
a  new  era." 

He  bases  his  conclusion  on 
demographics  —  a  whole  new 
generation  of  youth  who  don't 
remember  the  reasons  for  the 
split  and  don't  understand  it  — 
and  the  fact  that  patterns,  after 
a  time,  tend  to  exhaust  them- 
selves. "It  presents  a  picture  of 
some  hope,"  Dr.  Kassof  says.
